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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 20 October 2008 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 29 September 2008 and 20 October 2008 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. An analysis of the arguments is provided below. 

3. Applicant's sole amendment is to import the limitations of claims 8, 16, 22, 28, and 33 
into claims 1, 12, 18, 24, and 29, respectively. Their argument is that Sharma does not expressly 
disclose a common core service module comprising a renderer module for cooperating with said 
proxy modules to format data for wireless devices. 

4. Applicant's arguments fail to comply with 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 1 (b) because they amount to a 
general allegation that the claims define a patentable invention without specifically pointing out 
how the language of the claims patentably distinguishes them from the references. 

5. Applicant's arguments do not comply with 37 CFR 1 .1 1 1(c) because they do not clearly 
point out the patentable novelty which he or she thinks the claims present in view of the state of 
the art disclosed by the references cited or the objections made. Further, they do not show how 
the amendments avoid such references or objections. 
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6. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of 
applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., the particular 
meaning of a renderer module) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the 
claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Applicant is 
reminded that the examiner interprets the claim by its broadest reasonable interpretation based on 
its context in the claims and on the knowledge and common sense of a person of ordinary skill in 
the art. In the instant case, Sharma clearly teaches a module for translation and data formatting 
within a protocol engine. The amendment alone is insufficient in a change to structure or 
function to be allowable, nor does it signal any change in interpretation. 

7. Examiner did indicate as potentially allowable (after further search and consideration) 
limitations adding structure or functionality to a set of one or more rendering modules, such as 
limitations detailing the creation, modification, removal or monitoring the rendering modules, or 
of using the rendering modules to reconfigure the common core service module. It was never the 
intention of the examiner to imply that the mere mention of a renderer module is sufficient for 
patentability. 

8. Therefore, the rejection is maintained for the reasons above. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
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international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

10. Claims 1-7, 9, 11-15, 17-21, 23-27, and 29-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Sharma et al. (2006/0168095). 

1 1 . Sharma teaches a method and system (abstract) of content protocol translation (Paras. 1- 
29 and 208) via proxies between data storage devices and mobile devices, wherein the proxy 
links to a protocol engine (Paras. 30-33, 85) to convert between conventional internet protocols 
and XML-type protocols (Paras. 33-37), via template form (Appendix B), thus rendering the 
pages appropriately (Paras. 38, 58, 112). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

12. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 1 02 of this title, i f the di ffcivnces between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

13. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sharma as 
applied to claims 1, 9 above, and further in view of Hind et al. (7,194,683). 

14. Sharma does not expressly disclose an XSLT engine. Hind teaches a method and system 
(abstract) of protocol conversion systems (col. 1, line 1 - col. 4, line 40) in a proxy environment 
(col. 4, line 40 - col. 6, line 40) that comprises the engine (col. 6, line 40 - col. 7, line 67; col. 9, 
line 40 - col. 12, line 52). At the time the invention was made, one of ordinary skill in the art 
would have added XSLT in order to make web documents usable components (col. 3, lines 25- 
35).
